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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-6, 9-15, 18-21, 23-26, 28-29, 31-32, 34-38 and 40 are allowable over 
the prior art of record. The closest prior art of record Kikuqawa , teaches reviewing email 
to identify notable words and converts the notable words into hyperlinks (column 8, lines 
16-24), however it fails to teach searching accumulated program information based on 
the identified genre or topic corresponding to a keyword, these limitations being 
indicated in claims 1 , 1 1 , 20 and 21 as "search television program information based on 
the interest words corresponding to the selected topic", in claims 1 1 and 20 as "search 
television program information based on the interest words corresponding to the 
selected topics", and in claims 23, 31 , 32 as "search the accumulated television 
program information based on the identified genre corresponding to the keyword" and 
claim 34 as "means for searching the accumulated television program information 
based on the identified genre corresponding to the keyword".
